Bur even beyond thoſe two Reaſons, which more immedi-· 
ately relates to the Buyers, and really are in themſelves unan- 
ſwerable ; with Reſpect to the publick Good, the Sellers ought 
to refund. | And inaſmuch as what J am about to ſay, has been 
in many Papers fo well evinced, I ſhall only remind you of thoſe 
Truths, and add one Touch. The Buyers are already half un- 
done, they are in all Degrees valuable Men, they are in Num- 
bers many too. The Sellers, who are they? They are the late 
Directo2s, and their Agents, &c. the reſt a very few, but 
all immeniely Rich; and by whom ſo made? That plainly doc: 
appear.] Inaſmuch as the uſurious Money in their Hands wil 
never be made uſe of, but to the Prejudice of ſome, and to the 
Ruin of others; and when they ſcreem out that, here will be 3 
demand for Money: In this Caſe, beſides the Juſtice of the thing, 
it is for the publick Good, That that Money ſhould be reſto: <0 
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to thoſe, whs will circulate the fame in an hotieſt way. Be: 
ides, if creditable Report may be believed, tis ſaid, the Brokers, 
W the Stock-Jobbers, &c. | Like the audacious Smiglers, defy the ve- 
ry Parliament it ſelf. ] | 

Now to do all Juſtice to the Sellers, I wiſh they would do 
the fame to the Buyers. They quote to you a Cale, wx. 
The Sellers have laid out the Money they received from the 
Buyers in Stock at 8ool. 

Pray, in anſwer to this, may not a Purchaſer have done the 
ame. And if i not reaſonable to believe, that a Purchaſer is 
n all his Dealings ſuch, and a Seller in all his ways a Seller 
vo ; this Objection, therefore, I think is anfwered. And tho? 
do believe in this inſtanced Caſe, the Buyers are greater ſuf- 
Werers than the Sellers; yet 1 muſt allow, this to be a collateral 
Male, and entirely out of the Queſtion.

Bur, is this ſpectal Cafe, if not almoſt to Sellers ſingular, 
be applied to them all? And here I cannot but ask one Que- 
on; now I want a good Accountant. Pray, how many have 
d Bears? What theſe Sellers of Bears are, I will literally 
ew you in this following Inſtance; A. having no Eſtate, for 
ady Money tells to B. the Eſtate of C; that this is a great 
beat, is as plain to be underſtood as ABC.
